The Carson Appeal endeavors to make 


a point on the method suggested by it 
of reducing railroads fares and frieghtb 
by saying "a reduction of 
per cenl 


shall be made." Such a law had to be 
general, and the same rate would nol 
have been fair, in proportion, lo every 
road. And during the session, conld 
that idea have been carried out, il 
could hardly be told what the rate of 
reduction should have been. 
There 


were no reports from the Central Pacific 
or the Enreka _or Palisade road. Nor 
was there any law compelling them lo 
report. Therefore a general law, in 
order to make such a reduction as was 
dosirej for some quarters, would have 
not reached the Central Pacific, so ab 
to have proved of any benefit, ond 
might have been a reduction uufair to 
the E. & P. For instance the reduc- 
tion to reach the V. & T. might have 
been placed at 30 per cent; whereas ID 
would have been enough for the E. & 
P. or 20 for the C. P. 
Without any 


date it was a hard matter to get at, and 
none knew it better than Harry Mighels 
himself. But the idea was excelleu^ 
and the Legislature having compelled 
the companies to hereafter make annual 
reports it may be possible from the 
showing made, to arrive at n rate that 
will be eiaeily right. 


Under the Williams bill the posting 


of schedules c.ill for, enable practical 
legislation at the next session, if in the 
meantime the compauies do not rednce 
the rates to figures satisfactory to the 
public. 
If the preceutnge system is 


not found practicable, the schedule of 
ea^h road can be taken, aud snch a re- 
duction made upon the articles named 
therein ns will suit the exigencies of 
each particular cnso. Having there 
schedules before him n legislator cun 
03t intelligently upon the proposition, 
and while fixing the lutes at what the 
people demand, there will be ro distur- 
bance of the maximums, thereby not 
discouraging the building of new roads. 
In addition, the law to be general, and 
having reports to guide, the Legislature 
can classify the roads according to their 
monthly or yearly receipts, and the 
matter then be properly adjusted. Such 
are the ideas gained by us from the 
light on the subject, and at the next 
session we are willing to be blamed if 
we do not carry them out. There can 
not be too much discussion of this rail- 
road far*; and freight question, either 
concerning the Central Pacific or the 
Slate roads. The people should be 
given both sides of the question. Their 
decision will meet with our approbation 
by reviewing our vote.
